sani ARLY IN THIS century there lived in 

Paris a little boy who, during the 
twelve years of his life, reached to the 
; heights of spiritual consciousness and 
understanding. Now church dignitaries of 
France and church leaders all over the world 
are sounding his praises. His name was Guy 
de Fontgalland. Soon after he became aware 
of things about him, when an infant, he showed 
that he was conscious of the presence of Christ. 
All through the twelve years of his life he 
showed in his thinking and in his acting that 
Christ was most real to him. 

Once when asked how he pictured heaven, 
Guy said: “I don’t picture it at all. Heaven 
for me is simply—Jesus.” By his answer he 
showed that the presence of Christ within and 
about him constituted his only sense of heaven. 
He was continually turning in thought to 
heaven, turning to Christ. 

Again when asked what he did or said when 
he prayed, this answer came from him: “I don’t 
say anything. I love!” He had made the dis- 
covery that theologians, ardent in their search, 
often fail to find. He knew how to pray the 
wordless prayer, the prayer of the heart. Liv- 
ing close to Christ, he knew that the answer 
to his prayer came through this nearness. He 
knew that, loving the Father, the son is never 
denied any good thing. His childlike heart pray- 
ing its prayer of love had the maturity of the 
most profound mystic and sage. 

The little notebooks that he left behind him 
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UNITY DAIL’ 
showed how he had made rules of living for | 
himself just as if he had been cloistered from 
the world and living under the rule of some | 
great house of brotherhood. At the same time 
he went about his play as humanly as the little 
fellows who were his associates, but never com- | 
promising when the question of Truth and right © 
came up. He had an abiding sense of the pres- | 
ence of Christ. 

Little Guy was never able to understand why 
any one should ever tell a falsehood even for 
policy’s sake or for the sake of some social con- 
vention. He often corrected others with the | 
truth. It is said that during his lifetime he ~ 
never told a lie. Truth was the only reality / 
to him. Truth was the only standard of his = 
thought. ‘ 

When a child of this kind appears on the [ 
world’s horizon, his coming is truly a challenge 
tous. We see a mind and a heart that is pretty 
well purified of the evil thoughts with which | 
humanity appears to be afflicted. When we see 
a person who lives near to Christ, who takes 
Him as his daily companion, we too want to 
live such a life. 

Guy de Fontgalland made many friends | 
through his practice of the presence of Christ. | 
Now they think of him as a little saint. The 
life of this young boy has radiated to many 
parts of the world. Many persons have been 
inspired to living nearer to Christ because of 
him.

panion? Have you tried to live with Him as 
your friend, guide, and counselor? Do you 
think of His presence as always within and 
about you? When things of the outer world 
disturb you, can you turn to Him as your 
heaven, your place of peace and quiet? Tak- 
ing Christ as your constant and daily compan- 
ion means all this. It means severing all con- 
nection with adverse thought and adverse situ- 
ations. It means your being detached from 
evil, sin, and negation of every kind. It means 
your finding oneness with the power of heaven 
and being able to resort to a kind of prayer 
which heaven speedily answers.

The Law oft Liberty 


a aaa> IT not strange that so many persons 

: ¥ put themselves under some law of 
ba te) bondage? They forge chains for their 
™ Own hands. They make the law of limi- 
tation and then place themselves under it. After 
a while they begin to think of the law they have 
made as having some power other than that 
which they have given it. 

James told the people of the royal law of 
love, knowing that if they fulfilled it they would 
do well. Love is positive in its action and when 
it is accepted as law man does not need to worry 
about what he should not do or to fear that he 
will transgress a law. The person filled with a 
consciousness of love will not be a transgressor. 
James wrote this admonition: “Speak ye, and 
so do, as men that are to be judged by a law of 
liberty.” Instead of making adverse laws for 
yourself and beholding yourself as a transgres- 
sor, make for yourself a law of liberty and 
judge yourself by it. 

If you feel that you are hedged in on every 
side by some commandment of “Thou shalt 
not,” change your viewpoint. If you under- 
stand the law of Truth, love, and freedom, you 
are not a transgressor of commandments of 
“Thou shalt not’; you abide by the law of lib- 
erty, instead. 

If you must be a law maker, make for your- 
self a law of freedom. In the consciousness of 
freedom, you will be free from adverse laws. 
You will have no desire to get into that adverse 
state of consciousness wherein you are bound 
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by laws of adversity. For instance, instead of 
getting into the consciousness in which you 
meet the thought of disease and come under a 
certain law of disease, get into the conscious- 
ness of health. Thereby you come under the 
law of freedom from disease, the law of perfect 
health. 

If you just must make a law for yourself, 
make it a law of freedom. Declare your free- 
dom from all adverse beliefs. Be free in the 
realization that nothing can keep you in bond- 
age. Be free in the consciousness that you are 
entirely free. 

Once and for all time, free yourself from the 
belief that since something adverse has been 
said or done, something adverse is bound to re- 
sult. When you recognize that so-called evil has 
cause and effect, you give it the power of law. 
Remember that in Truth only God, the good, is 
the law of your life. In Spirit, only the Truth 
of God can act as cause and can produce an 
effect. 

Now, what about those who prophesy the 
coming of evil? Is it not just as easy to proph- 
esy good? When you prophesy evil you are 
making a law for its appearance. When a 
mother declares for her little son that if he gets 
his feet wet he will be ill, she is making an ad- 
verse law for him which may prove stronger 
than his childish sense of freedom from it. He 
may become ill because he has accepted from 
her a law of illness and yielded whatever sense 
of freedom and health he has for it. 
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The law of liberty is the law of Truth, the 
law of high heaven. Jesus came from heaven 
with the Christ law of liberty from fear, dis- 
ease, and lack. He recognized no rival law, no 
law upon which fear, disease, and lack could be 
based. If you today are under some self-imposed 
law of bondage, your only release can come 
from yielding this for the Christ truth. You 
can live under a law of liberty as easily as you 
can live under a law of limitation. 

God, the principle of Truth, the law of free- 
dom, knows no opposition. When you believe 
that evil or disease constitutes a law in opposi- 
tion to the one God, the one and only principle 
of Truth, you err in thought and judgment. 
Your thought must be corrected through an un- 
derstanding of Truth. You must give up your 
belief in gods many for the truth of one God, 
one law of liberty. 

When you are disposed to make some nega- 
tive law for yourself, believing that some ad- 
verse condition is coming to you through some 
adverse cause, turn to Truth and to God. Have 
but one rule for your thought and conduct: the 
law of liberty. Know that in Truth you are 
free from every adverse condition. Nothing in 
all this world can keep you in bondage when 
you know this mighty truth. 

We declare for you the Truth of Christ. This 
is the truth of your freedom from self-imposed 
laws of bondage, the truth of your perfect free- 
dom in peace, love, health, and plenty. Abide in 
this realization and in the law of your liberty. 
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Man’s Enduring Body 


AUST a few months ago a prominent 
American scientist in an interview re- 
ported by the United Press said that 

“1 the human body was intended origi- 
nally to live one thousand years. The statement 
coming from such a person as the head of the 
department of pharmacy at the University of 
Notre Dame makes it especially interesting to 
us. Had the statement been made by some fol- 
lower of a cult of psychology or of a physical 
culture fad, it probably would not have been 
given press publicity or been regarded as sig- 
nificant. 

The normal human body is perfect. Above 
all, it is self-renewing. Were it not for the 
negative influences that enter in, there is no 
question but that the body would endure in- 
definitely. Not knowing how to take care of 
his body, man loses it through death. Not keep- 
ing the body temple clean, he finds that it goes 
into a process of disintegration. 

Professor Robert L. Greene of Notre Dame 
became so interested in this subject that he 
wrote to quite a number of persons who had 
lived for at least a hundred years. From the 
questionnaire sent them, he gleaned some in- 
teresting information. He found that freedom 
from worry is expressed in almost every case 
and that a cheerful disposition also is frequent 
in those who live long. He found that those 
who live long come from parents of long life. 
Evidently the thought here is that living in a 
home where there is a strong consciousness of 
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life, one builds up the same kind of a conscious- 
ness. 

He found those he interviewed through the 
questiennaire were not given to excesses but 
were temperate in living. We see here that a 
certain degree of mental control is necessary 
and that the appetite and the senses must be 
governed by the mind and good judgment. 

Next he found the subject of diet an inter- 
esting one in connection with long life. Most 
of these persons.of long life-live-on-natural, un- 
devitalized foods. Fruits and vegetables help 
to make up their diet. Dieticians tell us that 
the body is kept cleaner on a diet of this kind 
than on any other. The subject of diet is one 
that members of various schools of metaphys- 
ical thought have never agreed upon, and we 
dismiss it with the statement that that diet is 
best for us which helps us to keep our body 
clean and strong. 

Certainly when we attain to an age of one 
thousand years, we shall be so used to living 
that we shall continue to live past the thousand 
mark. Possibly the first thousand years are the 
hardest! Methuselah with his secret of life 
would scarcely be able to understand the brief 
span of life experienced by some persons. 

Today we know that in a general way that 
there are two things that wreck the human 
body: the mental and the physical agent. The 
mental agent is that of adverse emotions such 
as fear and worry. The study of the mind, of 
psychology, is doing much to educate us in this 
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MAN’S ENDURING Bopy 11 


respect. The second agent, the physical, is that 
which is associated directly with the body as a 
physical organism. Here we have lack of phys- 
ical relaxation, lack of proper purification of 
the body, and the abnormal conditions brought 
about in the body by introducing into it food 
that produces unfavorable chemical conditions. 

The student of Truth who wishes to prolong 
his life has the ability to do so. His ability to 
practice the silence helps him to relax mentally 
and physically:~ Hé has recourse to good judg- 
ment in taking care of his body. He need not 
feel that he is under any one else’s rules ef liv- 
ing as regards diet or exercise. He can be a 
law unto himself. He will find just what is the 
best way to take care of himself. His only obli- 
gation is to keep his body clean and healthy, 
for such is the will of his Creator. 

The mental attitude is the most powerful in- 
fluence for keeping the body in a healthy condi- 
tion. Physicians and teachers of physical cul- 
ture are now learning a powerful lesson from 
the psychologists and metaphysicians. Through 
the mind enter spiritual forces which are power- 
ful to cleanse and renew the body and keep it 
healthy and enduring. The sustaining power 
of God enters man’s body through his conscious- 
ness of peace and health. Were we to know the 
truth about the body and God’s will, this 
thought of living for one thousand years or 
more would not appear to be ridiculous. It 
would be the most natural and normal thing in 
the world.

When he 
thinks in terms of the flesh, sin, and disease, he 
is considered carnal-minded. When he identifies 
himself with the one mind of Truth and thinks 
true and spiritual thoughts, he is spiritual- 
minded.

SsAHAT IS your conception of prayer? Do 

§ you think of prayer as a state wherein 

"fa you beseech God for something? In

The most genuine and most effective prayer 
is one through which we sense God’s presence 
and feel our oneness with Him. We feel our one- 
ness with the thing for which we are praying 
and discover that it is already ours. By our 
prayer we relate ourselves to the thing for 
which we pray. We identify ourselves with 
God as heirs to all that He has. 

The student of Truth finds that the most 
powerful prayer is one by which he realizes 
that the thing he desires is already in manifes- 
tation. He can safely take this attitude be- 
cause it does exist in Spirit for him. The mani- 
festation takes place when his own thought is 
ready to accept it.
